It is located at a pretty spot 
characterized by rolling slopes 
and handsome stands of syca- 
more. There are at the site a 
number of natural gullies which 


appear made for hide and seek 
games or for simple, quiet con- 
templation of nature's beauty. 


Bill Leddy, surveyor employed 


by the county road department, 
said very little of the topogra- 
phy's characteristics will be 
changed, so the park site will 
retain its natural state in as 
many places as is possible. 


A contract for construction 
of the park's first phase has 
been awarded to L. T. Ander- 
son, of Red Bluff, low-bidder 


at $105,000. The first stage is to 
include an access road from the 
old byway into Tehama from 
99E, paved parking 
area at 


a well-planned boat launch, and 
a little league ballpark. 


A field once leveled for a 


farm and now covered onl> by 
star thistle, has been chosen 
for 
development as 
a little 


league diamond. It will be the 
only one in that part of the 
county. 
It is hoped by county officials 
that some brush clearing and 


earth moving at the park site 
can be accomplished during this 
winter with actual construction 
getting under waj in the early 
spring.

CORNING — Cooperation be­ 
tween city and county will be the 
keynote in future roadwork, dis­ 
cussion between county engin­ 
eer Larry Coleman and Corning 
City CouncUmen indicates. 
Coleman met with the council- 
men last night to assure them of 
the county’s agreement on plac­ 
ing signs along the new South 
Ave. extension directing motor­ 
ists into Corning via three 
roads, 
Hall, Marguerite and 
Corning-Kirkwood. The signs 
had been requested by the coun­ 
cilman several week^ age an* 
ware approved by the county 
board of supervisors. 
The councllmen feared motor­ 
ists would bypass Corning if 
directional signs were not plac­ 
ed along South Ave., which Is in 
the process of being widened 
and lengthened. It will eventual­ 
ly provide a straight route from 
Interstate 5 east to Woodson 
Bridge. 
The councllmen and Coleman 


also discussed future coordi­ 
nation on budgeting of road 
projects, so the city and county 
will be working on Corning area 
roads at the same time. 
The city leaders commented 
favorably on Coleman's visit 
to the council. 
“ This 
is something new," 
M a y o r 
Joseph 
Babb said. 
“ There has been no real co­ 
ordination before that 1 know of. 
We do hope we can work togeth­ 
er for better streets in this end 
of the county." 
In other business the council 
adopted 
a resolution forming 
this city’s portion of a gov­ 
ernment- r e q u i r e d Tehama 
County Area Planning Council, 
members of which had been ap­ 
pointed previously. 
Councilman Elmer Jennings 
was at first reluctant to approve 
the new planning group. "I just 
have the feeling that there goes 
another piece, and then another 
piece,** he said, “ I don’t want 


to get into the position of rub­ 
ber stamping federal projects.” 
City attorney C. A. St rom sness 
said the federal government has 
required such a planning group

BIRMINGHAM — Insiders who 


dare not be identified have told 
this column 
that 
George 


Wallace, 
the law-and-order 


candidate, has squeezed huge 
sums out of the liquor industry 
to help finance his political 
campaigns. 
For the privilege of selling 
liquor In Alabama, distillers 
and 
distributors 
have paid 


kickbacks under the table to 
Wallace's political agents. All 
liquor purchases are made by 
the state Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, which does a 
$100 
million annual business to 


satisfy the thirst of Alabama's 
tipplers. 
This column already has doc- 
umented the operations of one 
Wallace agent, Robert M. Mill- 
sap, who has been collecting 
half of the commissions on all 
E z r a Brooks and Mar-Salle 
brands sold to the state. More 
than $138,000 in liquor kick- 
backs has been traced to him 
through cancelled checks, bank 
r e c o r d s and brokerage ac- 
counts. 
The pay-offs began shortly af- 
ter 
George Wallace became 


governor, and continued through 
the administration of his late 
wife, Lurleen. It seems more 
than a coincidence that Millsap 
has been Wallace's chief fund 
raiser in the 36 counties of 
northern Alabama. 
Names of other political agents 


who allegedly have been re- 
ceiving liquor rake-offs have 
been furnished to this column 
by informants in a position to 
know what they're talking about. 
It will take subpoenas and sworn 
testimony, however, topindown 
the full facts. 


Political 
favoritism by the 


ABC board should be evident to 
anyone who buys booze in Ala- 
bama. The shelves of the state 
liquor stores are loaded with 
"dog" 
brands. Big-name 


brands appear and disappear 
mysteriously. Many old favor- 
ites haven't been available in 
the state stores since Wallace 
began running the state.

CLEAN-UP STARTED 


Gov. 
Albert Brewer, who in- 


herited the state machinery 
from the late Lurleen Wallace, 
is fully aware of the liquor scan- 
dals and is trying to clean them 
up. He has just appointed a re- 
spected ex-FBI agent, Spencer 
Robb, to run the ABC board. 


After this column began poking 
into the liquor pay-offs, accord- 
ing 
to insiders, 
Wallace's 


agents tried to implicate Brew- 
er by demanding additional pay- 
ments in Brewer's name. This 
appears to be an attempt to 
discourage the governor from 
exposing scandals that might 
also embarrass him. 
As it happens, this column 
has evidence of liquor pay-offs 
since Brewer took over the 
governorship. Insiders claim, 
however, that Brewer had no 
part in soliciting under-the- 
table 
payments and that the 


money 
went into Wallace's 


presidential campaign. 


It is typical of George Wal- 
lace that he made a big show of 
abolishing politics 
from the 


state liquor agency at the same 
time that his agents were col- 
lecting liquor kickbacks. The 
same distillers that were pay- 
ing off his political agents were 
required to sign pious letters 
swearing they were doing no 
such thing. 
The Ezra Brooks Company, 
for example, wrote to the Ala- 
bama ABC board on Nov. 23, 
1965: 
"We have your letter of 


Nov. 
16, 1965, with reference 


to the 1966 primaries and gen- 
eral election in Alabama. 


"You 
may be sure that this 


company and its representa- 
tives will not in any manner 
make any contributions, either 
in cash or otherwise, to any 
candidate for any office in the 
state of Alabama either direct- 
ly or indirectly." The letter was 
signed by the company presi- 
dent, Herb Silverman. 


Yet Ezra Brooks' representa- 


tive in Birmingham, Boiling 
and Heuy Brokerage Company,

LIQUID BRIBERY 


Most distillers, of course, also 


distribute lots of free liquor to 
people with the right political 
connections. This is illustrated 
by a typical letter that O. D. 
Huey, a partner in the broker- 
age 
firm, wrote to the Ezra 


Brooks Company on Sept. 20, 
1967. 
"We would like four cases of 
decanters sent to Mr. Herman 
Whlsenant, Assistant Adminis- 
trator, ABC Board, Montgo- 
mery, Ala., for analytical pur- 
poses and should include the 
state stamps," Huey instructed. 
"These four cases can be ship- 
ped with any order, whether it 
is 86 or 90 proof, any time be- 
tween now and Nov. 25, 1967. 
"As you know, these will be 
used for people who are hi an 
Influential position In the state 
of Alabama. These cases should 
be marked No Charge." 


The smell of scandal perm - 
eates the state government that 
George Wallace has been forced 
by the death of his wife to turn 
over to Gov. Brewer. This col- 
umn detects the odor In the 
state's dealings with asphalt, 
insurance, milk and other con- 
tractors. Wallace has mis- 
handled campaign funds and 
misused state funds for his own 
political purposes. 


This is a matter of vital con- 
cern to all Americans. For Wal- 
lace has made it plain to inti- 
mates that he intends to es- 
tablish his American Indepen- 
dent party as a permanent third 
party in the nation and to run 
again for President on the same 
soapbox in 1972. 
Therefore, the public is entit- 
led to know whether he pract- 
iced in Alabama the respect 
for 
law 
that he 
has been 


preaching across the country.

fore, that older people ma> 
be annoyed by palpitation of 
the heart and rapid breathing 
at an altitude where the oxy- 
gen content of the air is di- 
minished. This immediate re- 
action in no way indicates 
poor health. In fact, it means 
that the thermostat 
regula- 


tors of the body are function- 
ing well to help make this 
adjustment 


A sense of fatigue after 


even the slightest exertion can 
persist for a number of weeks 
until the physiology of the 
body makes its complete ad- 
justment. Sometimes 
it be- 


comes very discouraging, espe- 
cially to those people who 
have made a move to a high- 
er altitude because a high dry 
climate had been suggested 
for a specific illness. 


The process of adjustment 


is a slow one and should not 
be pushed to the point of 
overdoing one's physical lim- 
its. After a time the heart, 
the lungs, and the blood cir- 
culation 
establishes 
a new 


balance and once again the 
individual is able to perform 
the same amount of activity 
without difficulty.

Dear Editor: 


This International monetary 


crisis brings to mind my first 
experience, it was around 1920, 
with the Inevitable disaster that 
comes to firms ignorant of 
foreign trade ritual. A large 
California lumber barrel man- 
ufacturing plant sold a million 
barrel staves to a Japanese 
vegetable oil exporter in far-off 
Manchuria. It was paid for in 
American money, all eight mil* 
lion bux of it, when they pre- 
sented a Bill of Lading showing 
that the shipment had been put 
aboard a vessel bound for Man- 
churia. It was sweet business. 
They wanted more of it and es- 
tablished a branch in Shanghai, 
China, with ornate offices staf- 
fed by America's young men who 
knew as much about the import 
business as my hind foot, and 
that included .he Jewish boss of 
the outfit. 


I had just completed an ac- 


counting course with a Chicago 
school, and had taken over the 
bookkeeper's duties for the 
firm. 
The pay was $350 in 


Shanghai money and I was only 
21. Pommery and Greno cham- 
pagne cost two dollars a fifth, 
and Johnny Walker Black Label 
was thirty five cents a drink. 
I developed a taste for the best 
wines that France produced and 
lived like a Lord. 
"A fool 


and his money." 


About this time Senator Pitt, 


man of Nevada sponsored a bill 
in the Congress raising the 
price of silver, a Nevada pro- 
duct, to the level of the price 
of gold. 
He was evidently a 


disciple of William Jennings 
Bryan, who seemed to have an 
aversion to crucifixion on a 
cross of gold. 


The merchants in far off 


Shanghai found they could buy 
American steel for one hundred 
Shanghai dollars, where for. 
merly it had cost them 220. 
Every speculator in Shanghai 
started ordering steel for the 
building boom initiated by post 
war prosperity in the metro- 
polis of the Orient. Wise old 
British bankers warned their 
clients to hedge their orders 
and buy American dollars or 
British pounds. The wise ones 
did just that and of course the 
"know.it.alls" did not. 
Our 


American firm knew it all. 


When America offered to buy 


all the silver in the world, 
every nation, including British 
India with its vast hoard of sil- 
ver rupees, debased its coin- 
age and sent the silver to Sen- 
ator Pittman's America, prob- 
ably until the sight of it turned 
him green. That was when I first 
came acrosstheword"seignor« 
age". 
We did that lately, re- 


member —but this time we 
did not offer to trade it for 
gold. 


There was a thousand tons of 


steel on its way to our firm in 
Shanghai when the inevitable 
crash came. Five days beyond 
Hawaii, on a steamship that 
barely made ten knots an hour, 
the Shanghai dollar fell to 59 
American cents, and then grad- 
ually down to the old level of 
45.35 cents; and the thousand 
tons of steel that our firm was 
to buy at a bargain $100,000 
Shanghai, cost $220,000 on ar.

THE NAACP MOVES 
The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People has finally moved. For 
years and years it subscribed 
to the futile doctrine that one 
cannot 
criticize 
one's own: 


one's cvra being, in this case, 
all other colored people. In- 
siders and not a few outsid- 
ers knew 
that such gentle- 


men as Roy Wilkins and John 
Morsell, the two principal ex- 
ecutives of NAACP, have been 
aghast at the extremism that 
has issued from the irrespon- 
sible black left. But until now, 
the Association has been re- 
luctant to identify black extre- 
mism for fear of appearing 
treacherous; so that the present 
break suggests that, on reflect- 
ion, their policy of cee-no-evil 
hear-no-evil over there in the 
fever swamps of black ideology 
has struck them as unsound. Or 
it suggests that the intensifica- 
tion of extremist activity is 
now such that it cannot, as a 
matter of fact, be ignored. 
I think of the Reverend Ralph 
Abernathy who, facing a col- 
lege audience the day before the 
NAACP 
published its 
dis- 


avowals, was asked the ques- 
tion: "Do you believe that Rich- 
ard Nixon and William Buckley 
are racists?" to which he gave 
the answer; "Well, they are 
very nearly that." Granted, it 
is hard to wrest any analytical 
meaning from such a statement, 
it being as hard to be very 
nearly a racist as to be very 
nearly pregnant. 
Now I do not mean to suggest 
that Mr. Wilkins has now shown 
such penitence as would be ap- 
propriate in, for instance, set- 
ting right the record on the 
NAACP's own demagogic and 
irresponsible 
criticisms of 


Barry Goldwater when he ran 
for President. Nor can we ex- 
pect retroactive criticism of 
Martin Luther King for draw- 
ing comparisons between Gold- 
water and Hitler — as well ex- 
pect the Friends of the Little 
Flower to attack the Little 
Flower. 
In fact, the statement did not 
single out anybody at all by 
name, in the magisterial tra- 
dition. And, interesting also, 


the statement gave reasons a- 
galnst black extremism which 
are unrelated to questions of 
right and wrong, as in, "Dr. 
Abernathy, you mustn't call 
Mr. Nixon a racist, because if 
you do he might bite." That is 
different from saying: "Dr. 
Abernathy, you mustn't call Mr. 
Nixon a racist because he isn't 
one." 
"The time has come," said 


the 
NAACP editorial, 
"for 


speaking out loud and clear 
lest the entire race be branded 
as hate-mongers, segregation- 
ists, advocates of violence, and 
worse." That is solid tactical 
judgment, because there is 
great risk in the unjust associ- 
ation of the many with the sins 
of the few. 
Finally, the NAACP editorial 
makes the good point that en- 
tirely too much attention is giv- 
en by the press to the perver- 
sions of the extremists. I re- 
member lunching a while ago 
with a Negro leader who seiz- 
ed that morning's issue of the 
New York Times which fea- 
tured as its "Man in theNews" 
an entirely forgettable young 
black gentleman who the day 
before had nailed some pre- 
posterous demands on the door 
of a Chicago official. "See 
this?" he said, "Jones has a 
following 
of, 
I would esti- 


mate, 20 people." By contrast, 
my friend, to get public atten- 
tion, would have had to buy 
advertising space. "Partly," 
the editorial notes, the rise of 
black extremism "has been be- 
cause of a tendency on the part 
of the news media to bypass 
spokesmen for the majority and 
to project the minority spokes- 
men as the authentic voices of 
the Negro community." 


And then says the NAACP 
ominously, "There is the ad- 
ditional factor that responsible 
leaders who speak out against 
the extremists have been sub- 
jected to threats of violence." 
For example, Mr.HermanFer- 
guson has been indicted for con- 
spiring to kill moderate Negro 
leaders. And of course nothing 
is more important than to guar- 
antee the physical safety of such 
leaders from the ruffians, the 
muggers, the blackmailers.

satisfy the thirst of Alabama’s 
tipplers. 
This column already has doc­ 
umented the operations of one 
W allace agent, Robert m . M ill- 
sap, who has been collecting 
half of the commissions on all 
E z r a Brooks 
and M ar-Salle 
brands sold to the state. More 
than $138,000 in liquor kick­ 
backs has been traced to him 
through cancelled checks, bank 
r e c o r d s and brokerage ac - 
counts. 
The pay-offs began shortly af­ 
ter 
George 
W allace became 
governor, and continued through 
the administration of his late 
wife, Lurleen. It seems more 
than a coincidence that M illsap 
has been W allace’s chief fund 
ra ise r in the 36 counties of 
northern Alabama.

He has Just appointed a re ­ 
spected ex-FBI agent, Spencer 
Robb, to run the ABC board. 
After this column began poking 
into the liquor pay-offs, accord­ 
ing 
to Insiders, 
W allace’s 
agents tried to im plicate Brew ­ 
er by demanding additional pay­ 
ments in Brew er’s name. This 
appears to be an attempt to 
discourage the governor from 
exposing scandals that might 
also em barrass him. 
As 
it happens, this column 
has evidence of liquor pay-offs 
since 
Brew er took over the 
governorship. Insiders claim , 
however, that Brew er had no

It is understandable, there­ 
fore, that older people may 
be annoyed by palpitation of 
the heart and rapid breathing 
at an altitude where the oxy­ 
gen content of the air is di­ 
minished. This immediate re­ 
action in no way indicates 
poor health. In fact, it means 
that the thermostat regula­ 
tors of the body are function­ 
ing well to help make this 
adjustment. 
A 
sense of fatigue after 
even the slightest exertion can 
persist for a number of weeks 
until the physiology of the 
body makes its complete ad­ 
justment. 
Sometimes it be­ 
comes very discouraging, espe­ 
cially 
to those people who 
have made a move to a high­ 
er altitude because a high dry 
clim ate had been suggested 
for a specific illness. 
The process of adjustment 
is a slow one and should not 
be pushed to the point of 
overdoing one’s physical lim ­ 
its. After a time the heart, 
the lungs, and the blood cir­

I had just completed an ac­ 
counting course with a Chicago 
school, and had taken over the 
bookkeeper's 
duties 
for the 
firm . 
The pay was $350 in 
Shanghai money and I was only 
21, Pommery and Greno cham­ 
pagne cost two dollars a fifth, 
and Johnny W alker Black Label 
was thirty five cents a drink. 
I developed a taste for the best 
wines that France produced and 
lived like a Lord. 
"A fool 
and his money." 
About this time Senator Pitt­ 
man of Nevada sponsored a bill 
in the Congress raising the 
price of silver, a Nevada pro­ 
duct, to the level of the price 
of gold. 
He was evidently a 
disciple oí W illiam Jennings 
Bryan, who seemed to have an 
aversion to crucifixion on a 
cross of gold. 
The merchants in far off 
Shanghai found they could buy 
Am erican steel for one hundred 
Shanghai dollars, where for­ 
m erly it had cost them 220. 
Every speculator in Shanghai 
started ordering steel for the 
building boom initiated by post 
war prosperity in the metro­ 
polis of the Orient. 
Wise old 
British bankers warned their 
clients to hedge their orders 
and buy Am erican dollars or 
British pounds. The wise ones 
did just that and of course the 
“ know-it-alls" did not. 
Our 
American firm knew it all. 
When Am erica offered to buy 
all the silver in the world, 
every nation, including British 
India with its vast hoard of sil­ 
ver rupees, debased its coin­ 
age and sent the silver to Sen» 
ator Pittm an's Am erica, prob­ 
ably until the sight of it turned 
him green. That was when I first 
came across the word “ seignor­ 
age” . 
We did that lately, re­ 
member —but this time we 
did not offer to trade it for 
gold. 
There was a thousand tons of 
steel on its way to our firm in 
Shanghai when the inevitable 
crash came. Five days beyond 
Hawaii, on a steamship that 
barely made ten knots an hour, 
the Shanghai dollar fell to 59 
American cents, and then gracL 
ually down to the old level of 
45.35 cents; and the thousand 
tons of steel that our firm was 
to buy at a bargain $100,000 
Shanghai, cost $220,000 on ar­ 
rival. 
The Chinese “ compradore" 
who arranged the transaction 
and guaranteed the money, sud­ 
denly had business in the vast 
interior of China, and our firm 
had 1,000 tons of steel. W ell, 
they had to blame somebody, 
just like we have done before 
and since, and this champigne 
living bookkeeper was as good 
a goat as any. Five years later 
when I walked into the San Fran­ 
cisco office and introduced my­ 
self to my accounting superior, 
who had never complained about 
my 
monthly 
statements, 
he 
didn't know me. “ Where’s your 
character references?”

TH E NAACP M OVES 
The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People has finally moved. For 
years and years it subscribed 
to the futile doctrine that one 
cannot 
criticize 
one’s own: 
one’» own being, in this case, 
all other colored people. In­ 
siders and not a few outsid­ 
ers knew 
that 
such gentle­ 
men as Roy W ilkins and John 
M orsell, the two principal ex­ 
ecutives of NAACP, have been 
aghast at the extremism that 
has issued from the irrespon­ 
sible black left. But until now, 
the Association has been re­ 
luctant to identify black extre­ 
mism for fear of appearing 
treacherous; so that the present 
break suggests that, on reflect­ 
ion, their policy of re e -no-evil 
hear-no-evil over there in the 
fever swamps of black ideology 
has struck them as unsound. Or 
it suggests that the intensifica­ 
tion of extremist activity is 
now such that it cannot, as a 
m atter of fact, be ignored. 
I think of the Reverend Ralph 
Abernathy who, facing a col­ 
lege audience the day before the 
NAACP 
published 
its 
dis­ 
avowals, was asked the ques­ 
tion; “ Do you believe that Rich­ 
ard Nixon and W illiam Buckley 
are racists?” to which he gave 
the answer; “ W ell, they are 
very nearly that.” Granted, it 
is hard to wrest any analytical 
meaning from such a statement, 
it being as hard to be very 
nearly a racist as to be very 
nearly pregnant. 
Now I do not mean to suggest 
that M r. W ilkins has now shown 
such penitence as would be ap­ 
propriate in, for instance, set­ 
ting right the record on the 
N A AC P’s own demagogic and 
irresponsible 
criticism s 
of 
B a rry Goldwater when he ran 
for President. Nor can we ex­ 
pect retroactive criticism of 
M artin Luther King for draw­ 
ing comparisons between Gold­ 
water and H itler — as well ex­ 
pect the Friends of the Little 
F l o w e r 
to attack the Little 
Flow er. 
In fact, the statement did not 
single out anybody at all by 
name, in the m agisterial tra­ 
dition. And, interesting also, 


the statement gave reasons a- 
gainst black extremism which 
are unrelated to questions of 
right and wrong, as in, “ Dr. 
Abernathy, 
you 
mustn’t call 
M r. Nixon a racist, because if 
you do he might bite.” That is 
different from saying: “ D r. 
Abernathy, you mustn’t call M r. 
Nixon a racist because he isn’t 
one.” 
“ The time has come,” said 
the 
NAACP 
editorial, 
“ for 
speaking out loud and clear 
lest the entire race be branded 
as hate-mongers, segregation­ 
ists, advocates of violence, and 
w orse.” That is solid tactical 
judgment, 
because 
there 
is 
great risk in the unjust associ­ 
ation of the many with the sins 
of the few. 
Fin ally, the NAACP editorial 
makes the good point that en­ 
tire ly too much attention is giv­ 
en by the press to the perver­ 
sions of the extrem ists. I re ­ 
member lunching a while ago 
with a Negro leader who seiz­ 
ed that morning’s issue of the 
New York Times which fea­ 
tured as its “ Man in the News” 
an entirely forgettable young 
black gentleman who the day 
before had nailed some pre­ 
posterous demands on the door 
of 
a 
Chicago 
official. “ See 
this?” he said, “ Jones has a 
following 
of, 
I would esti­ 
mate, 20 people.” By contrast, 
my friend, to get public atten­ 
tion, would have had to buy 
advertising space. “ Partly,” 
the editorial notes, the rise of 
black extremism “ has been be­ 
cause of a tendency on the part 
of the news media to bypass 
spokesmen for the m ajority and 
to project the m inority spokes­ 
men as the authentic voices of 
the Negro community.’’ 
And then says thé NAACP 
ominously, “ There is the ad­ 
ditional factor that responsible 
leaders who speak out against 
the extremists have been sub­ 
jected to threats of violence.” 
F o r example, M r. Herman F e r­ 
guson has been indicted for con­ 
spiring to kill moderate Negro 
leaders. And of course nothing 
is more important than to guar­ 
antee the physical safety of such 
leaders from the ruffians, the 
muggers, the blackm ailers.

BIRMINGHAM - bielden» who 
dare not be identified have told 
this column 
that

Wallace, 
the

candidate, has squeezed huge 
sums out of the liquor Industry 
to help finance his political 
campaigns. 
For the privilege of selling 
liquor In Alabama, distillers 
t a i 
distributors 
have paid 
kickbacks under the table to 
W allace's political agents. All 
liquor purchases are made by 
the state Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, which does a 
$100 million annual business to 
satisfy the thirst of Alabama's 
tipplers. 
This column already has doc­ 
umented the operations of one 
W allace agent, Robert M. M ill- 
sap, who has been collecting 
half of the commissions on all 
E z r a Brooks 
and Mar-Salle 
brands sold to the state. More 
than $138,000 In liquor kick­ 
backs has been traced to him 
through cancelled checks, bank 
r e c o r d s and brokerage ac­ 
counts. 
The pay-offs began shortly af­ 
te r 
George Wallace became 
governor, and continued through 
the administration of his late 
wife, Lurleen. It seems more 
than a coincidence that Millsap 
has been Wallace’s chief fund 
ra ise r In the 36 counties of 
northern Alabama. 
Names of other political agents 
who allegedly have been re ­ 
ceiving liquor rake-offs have 
been furnished to this column 
by informants in a position to 
know what they’re talking about. 
It will take subpoenas and sworn 
testimony, however, to pin down 
the full facts.

It is typical of George Wal­ 
lace that he made a big show of

The 
same distillers that were pay­ 
ing off his political agents were 
required to sign pious letters 
swearing they were doing no 
such thing. 
The Ezra Brooks Company, 
for example, wrote to the Ala­ 
bama ABC board on Nov. 23, 
1965: "We have your letter of 
Nov. 16, 1965, with reference 
to the 1966 prim aries and gen­ 
eral election in Alabama.

"As you know, these will be 
used for people who are In an 
influential position In the state 
of Alabama. These cases should 
be marked No Charge,” 
The 
smell of scandal perm ­ 
eates the state government that 
George Wallace has been forced 
by the death of his wife to turn 
over to Gov. Brewer. This col­

T h e 
mos­ 
quito harbors

t h e n infects 
the human by biting or break­ 
ing the skin. The symptoms 
vary, depending on the par­ 
ticular kind of nematode that 
infects the human. 
The names of some of these 
diseases are interesting. On­ 
chocerciasis is spread by the 
bite of black flies. Loiasis is 
another 
form 
ot 
filariasis 
transm itted by the bite of a 
specific fly. Another dracun- 
culiasis. 
is 
caused 
by 
the 
guinea worm found in in­ 
fected waters used by hu­ 
mans. 
Kala-azar, uta, bilharzi&sls 
and yaws are all prevalent in 
sub-tropical 
climates 
w i t h 
poor 
hygiene 
and 
polluted 
drinking water. 
My favorite sounding name 
ia Tsutsugamushi fever which 
ia caused by mites found par­ 
ticularly in Asiatic areas. 
Almost none of these dis­ 
eases is found in northern cli­ 
mates where the public health 
services have instituted rigid 
programs 
to 
eradicate 
the 
carriers. 
Intestinal worms is one of 
the 
few tropical 
conditions 
prevalent to a high degree in 
northern climates. Physicians 
are constantly on the look­ 
out for pin worms 
even in 
colder geographic areas 
• • • 
Is It a sign of poor health 
if it takes a long tim e to ad­ 
ju st living la a high altitude ? 
The change from living at 


sea level to a high altitude 
puts a great deal of stress on 
various organs of the body. 
There probably is no better 
indication of how difficult it 
can be than to follow the re­ 
actions of young athletes in 
their twenties, training and 
competing in the rarified a t­ 
mosphere of Mexico during 
the Olympics. 
It is understandable, there­ 
fore, th at older people may 
be annoyed by palpitation of 
the heart and rapid breathing 
at an altitude where the oxy­ 
gen content of the air is di­ 
minished. This immediate re­ 
action in no way indicates 
poor health. In fact, it means 
that the therm ostat regula­ 
tors of the body are function­ 
ing well to help make this 
adjustment. 
A sense of fatigue after 
even the slightest exertion can 
persist for a number of weeks 
until the physiology of the 
body makes its complete ad­ 
justm ent. Sometimes it be­ 
comes very discouraging, espe­ 
cially to those people who 
have made a move to a high­ 
er altitude because a high dry 
climate had been suggested 
for a specific illness. 
The process of adjustm ent 
is a slow one and should not 
be pushed to the point of 
overdoing one's physical lim­ 
its. A fter a time the heart, 
the lungs, and the blood cir­ 
culation 
establishes 
a 
new 
balance and once again the 
individual is able to perform 
the same amount of activity 
without difficulty.

Dear Editor: 
This international monetary 
crisis brine* to mlcd my first 
experience, it was «round 1920, 
with the inevitable disaster that 
comas 
to 
firms ignorant at 
foreign trade ritual. 
A large 
California lumber barrel mar* 
ufacturtng plant sold a million 
barrel 
staves to a Japanese 
vegetable oil exporter tnfar«ott 
Manchuria. 
It waa paid for in 
American money, all eight mil* 
lion bux of It, when they pre» 
seated a Bill of Lading showing 
that the shipment had been put 
aboard a vessel bound for Mai* 
churla. It was sweet business. 
They wanted more of it and es­ 
tablished a branch In Shanghai, 
China, with ornate offices staf­ 
fed by A m erica's young men who 
knew as much about the import 
business as my hind foot, and 
that included .he Jewish boss of 
the outfit. 
I had Just completed an ac­ 
counting course with a Chicago 
school, and had taken over the 
bookkeeper's duties 
for the 
firm . 
The pay was $350 in 
Shanghai money and I was only 
21. Pommery and Greno cham­ 
pagne cost two dollars a fifth, 
and Johnny Walker Black Label 
was thirty five cents a drink. 
I developed a taste for the best 
wines that France produced and 
lived like a Lord. 
"A fool 
and his money.” 
About this time Senator Pitt­ 
man of Nevada sponsored a bill 
in the Congress raising the 
price of silver, a Nevada pro­ 
duct, to the level of the price 
of gold. 
He was evidently a 
disciple of William Jennings 
Bryan, who seemed to have an 
aversion to crucifixion on a 
cross of gold. 
The merchants in far off 
Shanghai found they could buy 
American steel for one hundred 
Shanghai dollars, where for­ 
merly it had cost them 220. 
Every speculator in Shanghai 
started ordering steel for the 
building boom initiated by post 
war prosperity in the metro­ 
polis of the Orient. 
Wise old 
B ritish bankers warned their 
clients to hedge their orders 
and buy American dollars or 
B ritish pounds. The wise ones 
did just that and of course the 
"know-it-alls” did not. 
Our 
American firm knew it all. 
When \m erica offered to buy 
all the silver in the world, 
every nation, including B ritish 
India with its vast hoard of sil­ 
ver rupees, debased its coliv. 
age and sent the silver to Seih 
ator Pittm an's America, prob­ 
ably until the sight of it turned 
him green. That was when I first 
came across the word "seignor­ 
age” . 
We did that lately, re ­ 
member —but this time we 
did not offer to trade it for 
gold. 
There was a thousand tons of 
steel on Its way to our firm in 
Shanghai when the inevitable 
crash came. Five days beyond 
Hawaii, on a steamship that 
barely made ten knots an hour, 
the Shanghai dollar fell to 59 
American cents, and then grad­ 
ually down to the old level of 
45.35 cents; and the thousand 
tons of steel that our Arm was 
to buy at a bargain $100,000 
Shanghai, cost $220,000 on ar­ 
rival. 
The Chinese "com pradore” 
who arranged the transaction 
and guaranteed the money, sud­ 
denly had business in the vast 
interior of China, and our firm 
had 1,000 tons of steel. Well, 
they had to blame somebody, 
just like we have done before 
and since, and this champigne 
living bookkeeper was as good 
a goat as any. Five years later 
when I walked into the San Fran­ 
cisco office and Introduced my­ 
self to my accounting superior, 
who had never complained about 
my 
monthly 
statements, 
he 
didn't know me. "W here's your 
character references?”

ON THE RIGHT...... 
by William F. Buckley, Jr. 


THE NAACP MOVES 
The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People has finally moved. For 
years and years it subscribed 
to the futile doctrine that one 
cannot 
criticize 
one's own: 
one's own being, in this case, 
all other colored people. In­ 
siders and not a few outsid­ 
ers knew 
that 
such gentle­ 
men as Roy Wilkins and John 
M orsell, the two principal ex­ 
ecutives of NAACP, have been 
aghast at the extremism that 
has Issued from the irrespon­ 
sible black left. But until now, 
the Association has been re ­ 
luctant to identify black extre­ 
mism for fear of appearing 
treacherous; so that the present 
break suggests that, on reflect­ 
ion, their policy of fee -no-evil 
hear-no-evil over there in the 
fever swamps of black ideology 
has struck them as unsound. Or 
it suggests that the intensifica­ 
tion of extrem ist activity is 
now such that it cannot, as a 
m atter of fact, be ignored. 
I think of the Reverend Ralph 
Abernathy who, facing a col­ 
lege audience the day before the 
NAACP 
published 
Its 
dis­ 
avowals, was asked the ques­ 
tion; "Do you believe that Rich­ 
ard Nixon and William Buckley 
are racists?” to which he gave 
the answer; “ Well, they are 
very nearly that.” Granted, it 
is hard to wrest any analytical 
meaning from such a statement, 
it being as hard to be very 
nearly a racist as to be very 
nearly pregnant. 
Now I do not mean to suggest 
that Mr. Wilkins has now shown 
such penitence as would be ap­ 
propriate in, for instance, se t­ 
ting right the record on the 
NAACP’s own demagogic and 
irresponsible 
criticism s 
of 
Barry Goldwater when he ran 
for President. Nor can we ex­ 
pect retroactive criticism of 
Martin Luther King for draw­ 
ing comparisons between Gold­ 
water and Hitler — as well ex­ 
pect the Friends of the Little 
F l o w e r 
to attack the Little 
Flower. 
In fact, the statement did not 
single out anybody at all by 
name, in the magisterial tra ­ 
dition. And, interesting also, 


the statement gave reasons a- 
galnst black extrem ism which 
are unrelated to questions of 
right and wrong, as in, "D r. 
Abernathy, 
you 
mustn't call 
M r. Nixon a racist, because if 
you do he might bite.” That is 
different from saying: “ Dr. 
Abernathy, you mustn’t call Mr. 
Nixon a racist because he isn’t 
one.” 
"The time has come,” said 
the 
NAACP 
editortal, 
“ for 
speaking out loud and clear 
lest the entire race be branded 
as hate-mongers, segregation­ 
ists, advocates of violence, and 
worse.” That is solid tactical 
judgment, 
because 
there 
Is 
great risk tn the unjust associ­ 
ation of the many with the sins 
of the few. 
Finally, the NAACP editorial 
makes the good point that en­ 
tirely too much attention is giv­ 
en by the press to the perver­ 
sions of the extrem ists. I re ­ 
member lunching a while ago 
with a Negro leader who seiz­ 
ed that morning’s issue of the 
New York Tim es which fea­ 
tured as its “ Man in the News” 
an entirely forgettable young 
black gentleman who the day 
before had nailed some pre­ 
posterous demands on the door 
of a 
Chicago 
official. “ See 
this?” he said, “ Jones has a 
following 
of, 
I would esti­ 
mate, 20 people.” By contrast, 
my friend, to get public atten­ 
tion, would have had to buy 
advertising space. “ Partly,” 
the editorial notes, the rise of 
black extrem ism “ has been be­ 
cause of a tendency on the part 
of the news media to bypass 
spokesmen for the majority and 
to project the minority spokes­ 
men as the authentic voices of 
the Negro community.” 
And then says thé NAACP 
ominously, “ There Is the ad­ 
ditional factor that responsible 
leaders who speak out against 
the extrem ists have been sub­ 
jected to threats of violence.” 
For example, Mr. Herman F e r­ 
guson has been Indicted for con­ 
spiring to kill moderate Negro 
leaders. And of course nothing 
is more important than to guar­ 
antee the physical safety of such 
leaders from the ruffians, the 
muggers, the blackmailers.

BOUND BROOK, N.J. (AP) — 


Upton Sinclair, a prolific au- 
thor who earned the title "King 
of the Muckrakers" during a 
63-year career, is dead at the 
age of 90. 
Sinclair died Monday at the 
Somerset Valley Nursing Home 
near here. A memorial service 
will be held at St. Paul's Epis- 
copal church in Bound Brook 
at It a.m., Saturday. 
During what he described as a 
63-year battle for social jus- 
tice, Sinclair wrote 89 full- 
length books. One of his best 
known works, "The Jungle," 
catapulted him to fame at the 
age of 28 in 1906.

King O f Muck rakers 
Upton Sinclair Dies

BOUND BROOK, N.J. (AP) — 
Upton Sinclair, a prolific au­ 
thor who earned the title "King 
of the Muckrakers’5 during a 
63-year career, is dead at toe 
age of 90. 
Sinclair died Monday at toe 
Somerset Valley Nursing Home 
near here. A memorial service 
will be held at St. Paul’s Epis - 
copal church in Bound Brook 
at 11 sum. Saturday. 
During what he described as a 
63-year battle for social jus­ 
tice, Sinclair wrote 89 full- 
length books. One of his best 
known works, * ‘The Jungle," 
catapulted him to fame at the 
age of 28 In 1906. 
The book exposed filthy condi­ 
tions In the Chicago meat-pack­ 


ing Industry and led to toe na­ 
tion’s pure food laws. 
The 
book's message went around the 
world through translation as did 
most of his subsequent works. 
It was one of the major rea­ 
sons for toe title "King of toe 
Muckrakers." Sinclair’s dedi­ 
cation to social reform incur­ 
red the enmity of powerful per­ 
sonalities and the support of 
many famous men. 
Among his 
admirers were 
George Bernard Shaw, who rec­ 
ommended Sinclair for toe No­ 
bel Prize, and Albert Einstein, 
who wrote a poem to him. 
Sinclair, a wiry 5-foot-7 man 
who kept in shape by playing 
tennis, was known for his ener­ 
gy even in his later years.
